GENEEAL  OBSEEYATIONS. 

In  presenting  this,  the  Tenth  Annual  Deport  dealing  with  general 

tions. 

the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1903,  I have,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  carefully 
followed  in  the  lines  of  previous  Eeports : and  1 must  first 
of  all  mention  the  great  loss  the  Council  has  sustained  by 
the  death  of  their  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Woodman, 
who  for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  carried  out  the 
duties  of  that  office  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Council 
and  Citizens. 

The  population  of  Exeter  at  the  Census  of  1901, 
was  returned  as  47,185,  divided  as  follows : — Males,  21,401, 
Females,  25,784,  showing  an  increase  since  the  Census  of 
1891,  of  1,419.  The  number  of  houses  then  were  returned 
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as  10,322,  out  of  which  356  were  void,  and  there  were  47 
houses  in  course  of  erection.  Since  that  date  103  houses 

have  been  erected,  making  a total  of  10,425.  Taking  this 
number  of  houses  and  the  estimated  population  of  Exeter  at 
47,400,  it  gives  about  4*5  persons  per  house,  while  in  the 
Census  of  1891  there  were  5 persons  per  house. 

The  surface  of  Exeter  varies  from  25*9  feet  above 

Ordnance  Datum,  on  the  Quay,  to  136*5  feet  at  the 
Guildhall,  225*9  at  Elmside,  and  433*5  on  the  top  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  fall  from  the  City  towards  the  river  is 
very  rapid. 

GEOLOGICAL  formation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  ancient  City  and  its  immediate 
surroundings  is  built  upon  the  new  red  sandstone — that  to 
the  north  is  on  the  carboniferous  shale,  and  a portion  of 

St.  Leonard’s  stands  on  gravel,  and  the  eastern  side  on 
the  clay.  The  annexed  parts  of  S.  Thomas  Parish  is 

chiefly  built  on  the  old  bed  of  the  Exe,  and  the  sub-soil 
is  gravel. 

The  area  of  the  City  is  3,168  acres.  The  density  of 
population  for  the  City  and  County  of  the  City  is  15  per 
acre,  and,  reckoning  the  portion  of  the  City  built  upon 
at  950  acres,  we  have  a density  of  population  of  50 


per  acre.

The  difference  in  the  population  of  Exeter  between  the 
Census  Returns  for  1891  and  1901,  shows  an  increase  in 
the  population  of  1,419.  Assuming  that  about  the  same  rate 
of  increase  has  continued  since  1901,  I think  I should  be 
on  the  safe  side  in  estimating  the  population  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  1903,  at  47,400,  and  for  the  purpose  of  these 
statistics  I have  used  that  figure, 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  Exeter  in  1903, 
was  1,071,  equal  to  a Birth-rate  of  22*6  per  1,000,  being 
13  above  that  of  last  year,  and  5‘8  below  that  of  England 
and  Wales. 

The  Begistrar-General,  in  his  summary  for  1903,  gives 
the  Birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  as  28*4  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

I quite  agree  with  the  remark  made  by  the  late 

Dr.  Woodman,  that  the  low  Birth-rate  in  Exeter  should  be 

carefully  noted,  as  this  means  a small  proportion  of  young- 
adults,  and  a large  proportion  of  old  people,  and  is  therefore 
unfavourable  to  a low  Death-rate ; for  out  of  775  deaths, 
no  less  than  284  of  those  were  over  60  years  of  age,  equal 

to  36  6 per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  Exeter,  including  residents 
of  the  City  who  died  at  the  Sanatorium,  was  775.  Of  these 

775  deaths,  216  were  under  5 years,  and  284  over  60  years 

of  age,  leaving  only  275  deaths  between  these  ages.  By 
agreement  with  the  Begistrar-General,  five-sevenths  of  the 
deaths  occurring  at  the  Boyal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital 

are  deducted  from  the  total  deaths  as  the  proportion  of

the  deaths  of  people  coming  from  outside  the  City.  I have 

carefully  compared  the  deaths  of  non-residents  occurring  in 
the  Koyal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital,  and  I find  this 
to  he  about  correct. 

Taking  these  figures,  we  have  a corrected  Death-rate  of 
15*3  per  1,000  per  annum,  which  is  1*2  less  than  that  of 

last  year. 

The  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  given  for  the 
year  1903,  as  15*4  per  1,000,  this  being  0*9  per  1,000  less 
than  that  of  last  year. 

The  Death-rate  for  the  76  Great  Towns  was  16*3  per 
1,000.  and  in  the  103  Towns  in  which  Exeter  is  classed, 
it  was  14*6  per  1,000. 

The  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  less  the  179 
Great  Towns  was  148  per  1,000, 

The  Death-rate  for  Exeter  is  1 below  that  of  the  76 
Great  Towns,  but  is  0*7  above  the  103  Towns  in  which 
Exeter  is  included. 

There  were  141  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of 

age,  giving  a Death-rate  of  131  per  1,000  births,  this  is 
the  lowest  rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  is  considerably 

increased  by  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  measles.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  Epidemic  of  1902  slightly  decreased  during  the  first  scarlet 

Fever. 

and  second  quarters  of  1903;  during  the  summer  months  it 
increased  again,  when  it  reached  its  maximum  for  the  year ; 
during  the  last  quarter  there  was  again  a slight  decline. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  321,  as  compared 
with  338  the  previous  year,  and  the  deaths  were  only  6. 
Previous  experience  gained  with  regard  to  the  Scarlet  Fever 
Wave  in  Exeter  is  confirmed  by  the  slight  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  notified  during  the  past  year.  The  difficulty 
of  dealing  with  this  disease  in  its  mild  form,  has  again  been 
clearly  demonstrated,  in  many  cases  the  disease  has  been 
quite  unrecognised,  until  a series  of  cases  calls  one’s  attention 
to  a particular  locality,  when  children  in  the  peeling  stage 
are  generally  found  either  attending  school,  or  running  about 
in  public.  The  question  of  bringing  these  cases  before  the 
Magistrates  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Town  Clerk 
and  myself,  and  in  only  one  instance  did  we  find  the 
evidence  of  guilty  knowledge  sufficient  to  warrant  legal 
proceedings  being  taken,  and  in  this  case  a conviction  was 
obtained.

MEASLES. 

During  the  year  there  were  36  deaths  registered  from 
this  disease,  and  all  these  fatal  cases  occurred  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  These  were  not  the  result  of  a fresh 
outbreak  of  Measles,  but  a continuation  of  the  epidemic  of 
1902.  From  this  number  of  deaths  one  must  conclude  that 

there  was  a very  large  number  of  cases,  but  the  exact 

number  we  have  no  means  of  knowing,  the  disease  not  being 
notifiable.  The  ages  at  which  the  deaths  occurred  were, 
5 under  1 year,  29  between  1 and  5 years,  and  2 between 
5 and  15  years.  We  have  carefully  investigated  the 
circumstances  of  these  fatal  cases,  and  find  that  the 
whole  of  the  deaths  occurred  amongst  children  of  the 
lower  classes,  and  a particularly  large  proportion  of  them 

amongst  the  very  poor  and  ignorant,  where  the  ordinary 

precautions  to  prevent  the  fatal  complications  of  this  disease 
are  practically  ignored. 

The  following  summary  of  localities  in  which  the  fatal 
cases  occurred,  and  the  occupation  of  the  parents  will  confirm 
the  above  remarks.

DIARRHOEA. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  23, 
I have  carefully  considered  these  fatal  cases,  particularly 
with  regard  to  children  under  1 year  of  age.  Many  of 
these  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Gastro-Enteritis  and 
Diarrhoea,  which  in  children  of  that  age  is  not  caused  by 
bad  water  or  defective  Sanitary  conditions,  but  is  in  my 
opinion  almost  entirely  due  to  improper  feeding,  dirty  habits, 
and  ignorant  negligence,

During  the  past  year  91  deaths  have  been  registered  as 
due  to  the  various  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  divided  as  follows  : — 
67  deaths  from  Phthisis,  4 from  Tubercular  Meningitis,  1 from 
Tabes  Mesenterica,  and  19  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 
This  shows  a considerable  decrease  on  that  of  last  year. 

The  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  with  us 
practically  useless,  as  although  we  have  had  67  deaths 
registered  from  this  disease,  not  a single  case  was  notified, 
although  the  Council  offered  to  pay  the  usual  fee  for 
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notification.  This  can  but  indicate  the  feeling  of  the  Medical 
Profession  and  the  Public  as  regards  voluntary  notification 
of  this  disease. 

We  have  used  every  endeavour  during  the  past  year  to 
impress  upon  the  Public  the  absolute  necessity  of  disinfecting 
premises  which  have  been  infected  with  Phthisis,  because  in 
my  opinion  there  is  no  doubt  that  houses  become  infected 

and  thus  spread  the  disease.  In  all  cases  we  have  been, 

and  are  willing  to  carry  out,  disinfection  free  of  cost  to  any 
who  will  consent  to  it,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  during 
the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  disinfect  no  less  than 
45  houses  in  which  deaths  from  Phthisis  have  occurred, 

but  regret  that  in  the  other  22  cases,  permission  to  do 

so  was  not  obtained.  I think  if  some  steps  could  be  taken 
to  make  this  compulsory  much  good  would  result. 

The  Death-rate  for  Phthisis  for  the  past  year  was  P4 
per  1,000,  being  slightly  less  than  for  1902.

The  Deaths  from  this  disease  were  60.  This  shows  a 
marked  increase  over  that  of  the  two  previous  years,  and 
one  has  to  consider  whether  this  increase  is  due  to  a greater 
number  of  cases,  or  whether,  as  I believe,  it  is  due  to  a better 
diagnosis  of  what  was  previously  considered  cases  of  obscure 
disease.

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SUMMARY  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND 

ACTION  TAKEN. 

In  considering  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
during  the  past  year,  I am  pleased  to  find  that  there  is  a 

considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  those  cases  that  are 
an  indication  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  City,  and  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  since  the  annexation  of  St.  Thomas 
we  have  practically  an  increase  in  our  population  of  over 
10,500,  we  find  that  the  number  of  cases  and  Deaths  from 
Diphtheria  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  three  years,  and  from 
Typhoid  Fever  the  lowest  on  record ; in  the  latter  disease 
the  Attack-rate  being  only  0-65  per  1,000,  and  the  Death- 

rate  (T02  per  1,000  of  the  population.  At  the  same  time 

one  regrets  to  find  that  so  many  deaths  have  occurred  from 

Measles  and  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  the  causes  for  which  I have 
already  expressed  my  opiuion.  Scarlet  Fever  has  been 
prevalent  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  though  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease, 
and  82  per  cent,  of  cases  notified  have  been  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  still  the  epidemic  continues  ; and  in  looking  back 
one  is  surprised  to  find  that  the  Scarlet  Fever  Wave  in  this 
City  is  about  every  8 years,  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
the  maximum  number  of  cases  notified  in  1893  was  796, 
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and  the  minimum  in  1897  was  14,  which  again  gradually 
increased  to  533  cases  in  1901,  and  is  now  again  declining; 
one  feels  that  the  determining  causes  of  this  disease  must 
be  due  to  something  quite  apart  from  the  General  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  City. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Health  Department,  has  been 
prompt  removal  of  all  cases  where  the  necessary  isolation 
could  not  be  provided  at  home,  and  thorough  disinfection  of 
the  premises;  careful  enquiries  into  the  causes  of  each  case 
of  disease  ; prevention  of  children  from  infected  houses 
attending  school,  by  advice  notices  to  occupiers  of  infected 
premises,  and  by  advising  schools,  libraries  and  Clerk  to  the 
School  Board. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  rooms  disinfected 
was  374.  This  includes  : — 


45  rooms  disinfected  after  Phthisis.

This  gives  a Death-rate  of  T5  per  100  cases  treated. 
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Smallpox. — No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Exeter  or 
neighbourhood  during  1903,  and  no  cases  were  under  treatment 
in  the  Sanatorium. 

Diphtheria. — Fourteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  treated, 
of  whom  two  died,  nine  were  discharged  cured,  and  three 
remained  under  treatment. 

Typhoid  Feyer. — Twenty-seven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
were  treated  during  the  year,  of  whom  one  died,  and 
twenty-six  were  discharged  cured. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  were  treated,  thirty-seven  remaining  from  1902. 
Of  these,  three  died,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  were 
discharged  cured,  and  sixty-six  were  left  under  treatment. 

Miss  Bryan,  the  late  Matron,  left  the  service  of  the 
Council  in  June,  and  Miss  Marion  Jones  was  appointed 
Matron.  She  came  from  Croydon,  where  she  had  a large 
experience  in  the  treatment  and  nursing  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  during  the  six  months  she  has  been  here  she  has 
proved  a most  efficient  officer. 

The  Matron  and  Staff  of  Trained  Nurses  under  her,  by 
their  care  and  attention  to  the  patients,  and  by  their  untiring 
and  skilful  attention  to  their  duties,  have  largely  contributed 
to  the  excellent  results  which  we  here  have  the  honour  to 


report  to  you. 
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Of  the  Steward,  Mr.  W.  J.  Wreford,  we  cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  large  amount  of  work  he  does  in  connection 
with  the  Sanatorium,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  constant 
kind  assistance,  and  cordial  co-operation.

SEWAGE. 

It  is  now  nearly  two  years  since  the  whole  of  the 
Sewage  on  the  City  side  of  the  Exe  was  intercepted  from 
flowing  into  the  river,  and  conveyed  to  the  Septic  Tanks  to 
be  dealt  with  by  bacteriological  treatment.  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  during  that  period  the  works  have  dealt  with 
the  whole  of  the  Sewage  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and 
as  far  as  I can  judge  without  any  nuisance  to  the 
neighbourhood.  During  the  summer  months  some  complaints 
were  made  as  to  bad  smells  in  the  vicinity  of  the  works, 
and  although,  accompanied  by  other  officers  of  the  Council, 
I have  frequently  and  at  all  times,  including  the  middle  of 
the  night,  visited  the  works,  we  have  never  been  able  to 
determine  that  they  were  the  cause  of  the  complaints  ; at 


Sewage. 
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times  smells  were  noticed  which  we  know  for  certain  did 
not  come  from  the  Septic  Tanks,  but  in  my  opinion  were 
from  other  works  in  the  district.  With  a view  of 

diminishing  any  chance  of  smell  coming  from  the  effluent 
whdst  standing  in  the  filter  beds,  the  Engineer,  Mr. 

I).  Cameron,  advised  the  Council  to  increase  the  depth  of 
the  filtering  material  to  the  height  shown  on  the  original 

drawings,  and  to  invite  the  Local  Government  Board  to  send 
their  own  Inspector  to  visit  the  works  1 do  not  know 

whether  this  was  done  or  not,  but  no  complaints  have  been 
received  since  last  August. 


The  Works  for  the  treatment  of  the  Sewage  from  the 

St.  Thomas’  side  of  the  river  are  not  yet  completed,  but 

I am  assured  by  the  Engineer  that  the  same  will  be 

finished  within  a few  weeks,  and  when  completed  this 

will  mean  that  the  whole  of  the  Sewage  of  Exeter  will  be 

intercepted  and  treated  before  being  discharged  into  the 

river. 

Since  the  death  of  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  June  last,  I have  kept  careful  observation  of  the  mill 
leats  and  the  river,  and  can  thoroughly  endorse  the  remarks 
of  the  late  Dr.  Woodman  as  to  the  great  improvement  in 

their  Sanitary  condition,  and  one  can  but  hope  that  the 
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County  Council  will  insist  upon  the  other  authorities 

carrying  out  their  duties  under  the  Kivers  Pollution  Act,  in 
a similarly  efficient  manner  to  what  we  have  done  in 
Exeter. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

The  whole  of  the  house  drainage  within  the  City  is  by 

the  Water  Carriage  System,  and  during  the  past  year  much 
work  has  been  done  in  that  direction.  310  drains  have 
been  tested  either  by  the  smoke  or  water  test.  The  whole 
of  the  drains  of  104  houses  have  been  re-laid,  and  77 

partially  done.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the 
providing  of  additional  W.C.  accommodation,  59  additional 
W.C’s.  have  been  erected,  while  43  soil  pipes  have  been 
ventilated.  A large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the 

Sanitary  accommodation  of  licensed  premises,  and  in  10  cases 
additional  accommodation  has  been  provided.  A great  deal 
has  been  done  in  the  way  of  Sanitary  improvements,  as 
will  be  shown  by  the  amount  of  the  work  completed 
during  the  year  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  by  direct 
labour,  and  in  most  parts  of  the  City  the  house  refuse  is 
removed  daily,  while  in  the  suburban  parts  once  a week, 
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During  the  past  year  a few  complaints  have  been  made, 
but  on  the  whole  the  work  is  well  done.  The  method  of 
disposal  of  house  refuse,  is  by  putting  it  into  tips  and 
selling  it  to  farmers  and  others  in  the  neighbourhood.  This 
method  of  disposal  is  not  satisfactory,  and  the  question  of 
providing  a distructor  for  this  purpose  is  being  considered 
by  the  Council. 


WATER. 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
and  there  is  always  a plentiful  supply  ; the  Reports  of  the 
Public  Analyst,  which  are  appended  hereto,  confirm  these 
remarks.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  only  8 Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City, 
these  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Police  and  Sanitary 
Officers,  and  during  the  past  year  they  have  been  brought 
into  compliance  with  the  Model  Bye-laws  for  Common 
Lodging  Houses  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 
These  houses  are  well  kept,  and  only  one  case  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  notified,  viz.  : — Scarlet  Fever  in  the  child 
of  a keeper. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  Slaughter-houses  in 
the  City  have  been  reduced,  leaving  only  10  (all  registered 
Slaughter-houses).  These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
found  to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws.  In  two 
cases  notices  were  sent  me  by  the  Occupiers  to  inspect 
carcases  which  had  been  slaughtered,  in  one  case  I considered 
the  whole  of  the  carcase  should  be  destroyed  on  account  of 
General  Tuberculosis,  in  the  other,  portions  only  were 
destroyed.  I have  at  all  times  found  the  Butchers  of  the 
City  most  ready  to  accept  my  decision,  and  in  no  case 
have  they  disputed  it.  With  reference  to  the  Slaughter-

by  the  Occupier  that  his  lease  expires  next  Lady-day,  and 
that  the  use  of  the  premises  for  a Slaughter-house  will  be 
discontinued. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

We  have  63  Bakehouses  within  the  Citv  all  of  which 

«/ 

have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  with  few  exceptions  kept 
in  compliance  with  the  Act  of  Parliament.  During  the  past 
year  the  Council  have  had  to  deal  with  the  Sanitation  of 
the  Underground  Bakehouses,  which  I am  pleased  to  say 

are  only  7 in  number.  After  careful  consideration  a set  of 
requirements  for  Underground  Bakehouses  was  drawn  up  and 
approved  by  the  Council.  It  was  found  impossible  for 
two  of  the  Underground  Bakehouses  to  comply  with  these 
requirements,  and  the  Occupiers  were  notified  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  that  Certificates  would  not  be  granted  ; in 

one  case  a new  Bakehouse  above-ground  was  built,  and  in 
the  other  case  the  premises  were  discontinued  to  be  used 
as  a Bakehouse. 

In  four  other  cases  the  Occupiers  had  to  spend 
considerable  sums  in  alterations  so  as  to  bring  the  premises 
up  to  the  required  standard,  and  in  the  fifth  case  the 

Electric  Light  had  to  be  provided.  I am  sure  that  this

important  section  of  the  Factories  and  Workshop  Act,  will, 

now  that  the  work  is  completed,  be  appreciated  by  those 

who  have  had  to  re-model  their  premises,  and  I am  certain 
that  it  has  been  the  means  of  putting  the  whole  of  the 
Underground  Bakehouses  in  a Sanitary  condition. 

DAIRIES,  MILKSHOPS,  ANI)  COWSHEDS. 

During  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  Dairies,  Milkshops 
and  Cowsheds  have  been  visited,  and  only  in  a few  cases 
have  conditions  calling  for  interference  been  discovered.  No 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease  could  in  any  way  be  traced 

to  milk  supply.  During  the  year  43  samples  of  milk  have 

been  analysed,  and  only  6 were  found  adulterated. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  past  year  123  samples  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst,  with  the  result  that  13  were  returned 

as  adulterated.  The  results  of  the  Analyses  and  proceedings 
taken  are  shown  in  the  annexed  table.  The  question  of 
the  addition  of  Boric  Acid  to  Milk  having  been  referred  to 
me  by  the  Council,  I advised  that  Milk  adulterated  with 

Boric  Acid  to  any  extent  would  be  injurious  to  the  health 

of  infants,  young  children,  and  invalids,  for  whom  Milk 

forms  the  principal  or  only  food,  and  that  the  sale  of  Milk 
with  Boric  Acid  added,  must  be  contrary  to  the  Foods  and 


Dairies,  &e. 


Food  and 
Drugs  Act. 
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Drugs  Act,  not  being  of  the  nature,  quality,  and  substance 
of  the  article  asked  for,  and  I advised  that  a Circular 

should  be  sent  to  all  vendors  of  Milk,  pointing  out  to  them 
that  the  addition  of  Boric  Acid  to  Milk  was  an  offence 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Since  the  above  Circular 

was  sent  out,  I have  found  the  practice  to  a large  extent 

decreased,  and  in  no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  take 

proceedings.

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Saniiarp  Inspector's  Report 


Gentlemen 

It  is  my  privilege  to  Report  on  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  1903.  The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  work  : and  the  improvements 
in  the  Sanitation  of  the  City  have  been  very  considerable. 

The  continuance  of  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  has 
of  necessity  taken  up  a considerable  portion  of  the  time  of 
the  Sanitary  Officers,  when  it  is  remembered  that  no  less  than 
82  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  64'7  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  45  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
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of  Typhoid  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  The 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium  from  Districts  outside  the  City  also  adds  to  the 
work  of  the  department. 

This  year  we  have  had  very  considerable  help  and 
assistance  from  the  Clerk  and  Officers  of  the  School  Board, 
the  Masters,  and  Mistresses  of  the  various  Schools  in 

the  detection  of  Infectious  Disease.  A List  of  Scholars 

absent  from  School  for  one  week  is  sent  to  the  Health 

Department  every  Friday,  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to 
the  cause  of  absence,  the  child  is  visited  by  our  Health 

Visitor,  and  if  necessary,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ; 
several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  detected  bv  this 
arrangement. 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR  AND  PRIVATE 
SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  inspection  of  the  Slaughter-houses  within  the  City 
has  been  carried  on  at  all  times,  and  every  endeavour  is 
used  to  see  that  these  premises  are  kept  in  a cleanly  state, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws.  I am  pleased  to  sav 
that  we  have  had  very  little  trouble  in  dealing  with  these 
places ; the  occupiers  being  at  all  times  ready  to  carry  out  any 
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suggestions  made  by  the  Sanitary  Officers.  During  the  past 
year  I have,  at  the  request  of  the  occupiers,  examined 
several  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  private 
Slaughter-houses,  in  some  cases  I have  had  portions  of  the 
carcase  destroyed,  while  in  others  the  whole  carcase  has 
been  destroyed. 

The  Public  Abattoir  has  as  in  previous  years  maintained 
its  efficiency  under  the  control  of  Mr.  Tucker.  The  following 
figures  show  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
Public  Abattoir  during  the  year  1903  : —

During  the  past  year  the  value  of  the  Public  Abattoir 
has  again  been  demonstrated,  no  less  than  14  carcases  having 
been  seized  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  food ; out  of  this 
number,  1 2 were  destroyed  on  account  of  being  diseased 
with  generalised  tuberculosis  ; giving  a small  percentage  of 
less  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  bullocks  slaughtered. 
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DRAIN  TESTING. 

During  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  house  drainage 
of  the  City  has  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Health  Department,  and  a very  considerable  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  in  this  direction  ; the  Drains  of  206  houses 
have  been  tested  with  the  smoke  test  ; 104  Drains  have 
been  re- laid,  and  the  Drains  and  Sanitary  arrangements  of 
41  new  houses  inspected,  and  tested  by  the  water  test, 
and  Sanitary  Fittings  by  the  smoke  test. 

Before  tne  final  Certificate  is  granted  for  occupation  of 
new  buildings,  I have  insisted  upon  having  the  whole  of  the 
Drains  and  Fittings  re-tested  with  the  smoke  test,  after  the 
whole  of  the  work  is  completed  ; with  the  result  that  many 
of  the  Drains  have  been  found  to  be  damaged  in  the  filling

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  number  of  new  buildings  completed  during  the  year 
was  41  and  the  number  in  the  course  of  erection  are  88 
The  inspection  of  new  buildings  has  taken  up  a very 
considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  one  Assistant,  and  I have 
also  spent  a portion  of  my  time  in  the  supervision  of  this 
work.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  been  very  little 
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friction  in  getting  the  Bye-laws  carried  out,  and  that  the  system 
of  the  whole  of  this  class  of  work  being  supervised  bv  one 
department  appears  to  be  appreciated  by  the  Builders. 


UNSOUND  MEAT,  VEGETABLES,  FOOD 


AND  DRUGS. 


The  inspection  of  the  places  where  food  is  prepared  or 
sold  has  been  carefully  carried  out,  and  only  in  three 
instances  was  it  necessary  to  prosecute.  In  one  case  where 
stinking  herrings  were  being-  sold  for  food,  the  Magistrates 
sentenced  the  defendant  to  two  months  imprisonment  ; in  the 
other  cases  only  nominal  fines  were  imposed.  One  Butcher 
was  convicted  for  using  unlicensed  premises  as  a Slaughter- 
house.

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During  the,  year  123  samples  were  purchased  for 
Analysis,  out  of  which  10  were  returned  as  adulterated,  and 
3 as  unsatisfactory,  the  latter  being  samples  of  Ice  Cream 
which  was  examined  bacteriological  ly.  In  only  one  case  was 
a prosecution  considered  necessary.  The  nature  of  the 
adulteration  and  fine  imposed  is  set  out  in  the  Table  on  page 
54.  Every  precaution  has  again  been  taken  to  prevent  the 
object  of  the  purchase  becoming  known  ; many  of  the  samples 
of  milk  were  taken  while  in  the  course  of  deliverv  to  the 
purchaser,  or  in  transit  to  the  local  dairymen.  The  average 
quality  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  City  is  again  above  the 
standard  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

Particular  attention  has  again  been  given  to  the  sale 
of  Margarine  Cheese,  and  Margarine  ; in  no  case  was  any 
contravention  of  the  Acts  discovered. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  63  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  twice  during 
the  year,  and  with  a few  exceptions  were  found  to  be  kept 
in  a cleanly  state,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Acts.  The 
six  Underground  Bakehouses  have  been  dealt  with  for  the 
purpose  of  certifying  same  as  fit  for  the  purpose  in 
accordance  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  ; in  one 
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case  the  Council  refused  to  certify,  and  the  occupier,  who 
was  also  the  owner  of  the  premises,  had  to  build  a new 
Bakehouse,  in  the  other  cases  the  premises  were  re-modelled, 
so  that  we  have  only  five  Underground  Bakehouses — all 
certified. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  M1LKSHOPS. 

The  inspection  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
has  been  carried  out,  and  those  situate  within  the  district 
have  been  visited  twice  during  the  year.  The  majority 
were  found  to  be  in  a very  creditable  condition  and  well 
limewashed. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City 
the  supervision  of  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Police. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the 
Model  Bye-laws  for  Common  Lodging  Houses,  this  necessitated 
a very  considerable  amount  of  alterations  in  the  structure 
of  two  of  these  places  and  the  addition  of  Sanitary 
conveniences  in  the  third.  At  the  present  time  these  places 

9 

are  in  good  condition,  and  very  well  conducted  ; there  has 
been  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  notified  from  these 
places  for  the  year. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  vear  399  visits  have  been 

paid  to  Workshops,  52  visits  to  Factories,  and  113  to 
Outworkers,  with  the  result  that  offences  under  the  Act 

were  discovered  in  52  cases  ; these  have  all  been  remedied 

upon  notice.  Improvements  have  been  effected,  chiefly  in 
the  matter  of  cleanliness,  provisions  of  additional  sanitary 

conveniences,  and  abatement  of  overcrowding 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

The  policy  of  clearing  obstructive  and  dilapidated 

buildings  has  again  been  carried  out.  The  premises  at  the 
rear  of  No.  26,  Stepcote  Hill,  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
Report  have  been  demolished  and  an  open  space  provided. 
The  whole  of  the  premises  behind  Nos.  56,  57  and  58, 

Preston  Street,  have  been  closed  for  human  habitation. 

Notices  requiring  the  premises  at  the  rear  of  47,  48  and  49, 
Coombe  Street,  to  be  closed  have  been  served  on  the  owner, 
with  the  result  that  the  houses  are  now  unoccupied,  and 
the  owner  has  consented  to  demolish  them,  and  to  put  all 


the  front  houses  in  repair 
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The  Council  have  under  consideration  a scheme  for 
the  provision  of  Workmen’s  Dwellings,  and  I trust  that 
before  long  we  shall  see  this  carried  out. 

The  amount  of  office  work  I find  is  increasing  every 
year,  and  a considerable  portion  of  one  Assistant’s  time  is 
taken  up  in  keeping  the  necessary  books  and  record 
of  work.
